Batinh outbreaks. The few thoughtless 
Englishmen whose ill-timed levity in 
the hotel at Marseilles where Mr. Kru- 
ger stayed so irritated the townspeople, 
did not dream of the serious conse- 
quences that would arise. The ill feel- 
ing engendered there seems to have 
spread clear across France and all 
along Mr. Kruger's route cries for tbe 
Boers have been mingled with I'bouts 
of "Down with Great Britain!" 
In- 


deed, at Lyons, these cries against Eng- 
land quite drowned the others. Today, 
Mr, Fischer talked with Mr. Kru<rer 
about tbe visit of the Boer envrjs to 
tbe United States and told him of the 
sympathetic welcome which they re 
ceivcd there. Mr. Kruger said that he 
was grateful for this, but waa not sut- 
prised, as he had believed that the lib- 
orty-loving people of America would 
stand with the Boe*s. In the rural dis- 
tricts today, the train bearing the for- 
mer president of the Boar republic 
passed many groups of peasants, who 
waved hats and handkerchiefs. At some 
points, women had climbed into trees 
and clinging to the branches with one 
hand, fluttered handkerchiefs with the 
other.

In his, Milton's, early Latin poem hi 


had anticipated that he would one cloy 
wear tho Parnassian laurel, and added, 
"Astego * * * sccurapacoquicscain." The 
first part of bis youthful prophecy was 
amply fulfilled. Not alas tho second. Dr. 
Garth complained that "E'en churches arc 
no sanctuaries now," and tho complaint 
is emphasized by what befell the remains 
of the great Puritan. He wos buried in 
St. Giles', Cripplegnte, on Nov. 12, 1674, 
and for 119 years—until 1793—no monu- 
ment was raised over his grave, and the 
exact spot of his interment -was forgotten. 
But in 1790 search was made, and on Aug. 
3 it was announced that his coffin had 
boon found. Tho church authorities right- 
ly "disdained to disturb the sacred ashes." 
But that night u publican, n pawnbroker, 
a surgeon and n coflinraaker got into the 
church and cpcned tho leaden shell. The 
publican "pulled hard at the teeth," «iud 
at last got ono knocked out by n stone. 
These body sr.atchu-s felt strongly inclined 
to steal tho whole lower jaw, nnd after 
pawing and handling tho hallowed re- 
mains these Fncrlk-glotis wretches tore out 
some of tho hair and stole son:o of the 
bones. As recently ns 1852 a writer in 
Notes and Queries says, "I lir.ve ImndK I 
one of Milton's ribs." Well might the 
poet Cowpcr protest aaainst these grew- 
sonic nnd indecent familiarities committed 
by Ignorant and graceless boots.—Vury 
Rev. F. W. Furrar in Forum.

WERE NOT PRECOCIOUS. 


Wliat It Wonlf! Be In Entlrely 


Dlffcrent Clrcnnistaiicen. 


. You step upon a weighing machine, 
drop a penny iu the slot, the baud goes 
around the figured dial and, stopping at 
a certain point, tells you that your weight 
is so many pounds. You know by this, 
in a sort of comparative way, that there 
is a certain amount of the matter which 
composes the universe confined under 
your skin. You have appropriated a cer- 
tain portion of it in the construction ot 
your flesh and bones. There is a definite 
amount of the elements combined togeth- 
er which produces nu effect upon the 
machine, and that effect is translated in- 
to pounds. 
You do not know exactlj 


what a pound is, but it is some sort dV 
an arbitrary measure of the force of 
gravitation, and after reading the fig- 
ures on the scale you know about how 
much there is of you by comparison with 
other objects that have weight and 
density. 


When you stand outside of yourself, 


there seems to be no reason why you 
should have any weight. The mind, w hicb 
Is the most important part of you, docs 
not appear to have any weight, is a mat- 
ter entirely outside of yourself. You can- 
not increase or diminish it by any act of 
will, though sometimes in dreams you 
seem to have divested your body of the 
downward pull which you call weight 
and find yourself floating as easily as a 
mote in a sunbeam. It may be that this 
is a sort of recollection on the part of the 
matter which enters into our composition 
of a time when it was really not subject 
to this tugging called gravitation and 
floated free. In our present environment. 
however, this law of matter has us in full 
control, and we cannot escape it for the 
smallest fraction of a second. It operates 
steadily all the time, and we are obliged 
always to take it into account. 


But docs the scale actually tell us how- 


much we weigh? It simply calculates the 
balance between two forces that are 
working against each other, the one tend- 
ing to drag us down to the center of tho 
earth and the other to send us spinning 
out into space. The pull of gravitation 
has tho advantage by so many pounds,, 
otherwise we should leave our happy 
homes in a hurry and start on a journey 
from which we would never return—go- 
IUR out into space to hobnob with comets 
aud asteroids and other celestial wander- 
ers. This old earth is a whirlcr and n 
twirler. It has more curves than a base- 
ball in the hands of an expert pitcher. 
You have seen the experiment of swing- 
ing a pail of water over the head without 
spilling the water. The earth is giving 
us the same sort of a swing. 


It is as if some giant were stationed at 


the point of space whore the center of tho 
earth is, with a string upward of 3,000 
miles in length attached to us and wore 
swinging us around at the end of it. This 
rate of circular motion is approximately 
1,000 miles an hour. It is a pretty rapid 
swing, and the lact that on account of 
this rapidity we have a considerable tend- 
ency to take a long jump several thou- 
sand miles into space must make a con- 
siderable difference in the pressure whon 
we step on the weighing machine. If the 
earth were to stop its whirling some day 
for a short time, we should all suddenly 
become heavy weights, and it is a ques- 
tion whether the ordinary weighing ma- 
chine would be adequate to measure the 
tendency which our bodies would have to 
press toward the center of the earth. Il 
is plain, therefore, that we should weigh 
a good deal more if it wasn't for the giant 
swing given us by the planet upon which 
we arc involuntary residents.—Pittsbuvg 
Times.

They Get Smnll Wave*, bvt X*M«« 


to Swell Their P.my by Tlpn, by 
MakliiK MUlukei and by "Staadlnv 
Jtu -With tk« Cashier." 
Men who patronize the German resorts 


which are' a combination of barroom, 
club, restaurant and debating society and 
possess many of the characteristics of the 
real Ucruian "bierlokal," have seen a 
pi-out change In tbe manner of conduct- 
ing tbem in tbe last few years. There 
ure btill some places where the regular 
uistotuer, the "stammgast," makes bis 
•>\vn score and tells the waiter how much 
he owes when he leaves tbe place, and 
there aro many places where the waiters 
tall for what they want for their patrons 
aud make n, lump settlement before go- 
ing home. But those are the small places, 
and e\eu in these there are cash regis- 
ters as checks on the person who finally 
hanillcs the money. 


But in the larger establishments there 


are many elaborate systems by which 
the waiter is held iu check and coin- 
pellpd to curb his inclination to tip him- 
self. 
A system which was1 introduced 


by one of tho largest resorts of this kind 
is known as the rnetal check sj stein. 
When the waiter goes to work, he buys 
$10 worth of metal checks, and with 
these he pays for 
"v\ hat he takes from 


the bar. At the end of the day or night 
he receives cabh from the cashier for 
the checks still in his possession. 


"That system, worked splendidly." said 


an old waiter, "as long as the cashier 
was honest, but when he formed a com- 
bination with a waiter or with several 
it became an easy matter to make a nice 
bit every day. 
A waiter would throw 


do-vn a dollar check and receive twice 
us much in change, and at tho end of 
tbe day or week there would be a di- 
vision. Could this last? Well, 1 should 
think so. I ha-se been here for seven 
years, and iu that time several $13 a 
week cashiers have opened places of 
their own. 


"Some of the best places in town be- 


long to men who were waiters aud cash- 
ir>rs, nnd when they become proprietors 
their help 'docs' tbi-rn just as they 'did' 
"heir former bosses. 
But 
tho metal 


chocks were not enough for the new 
saloon people, and they put in a new 
thing, iu which many slips, rubber 
Mamps, cash registers and spotters were 
employed to keep the cash out of the 
waiters' pockets. 


"Well, that was the worst of nil. Com- 


binatious can be made in that game just 
as well as in the old one, and at one 
place the waiters ran things so high that 
the smart ones cleared as much as $10 
a night. Wait till 1 get this order," and 
he halted In. his German discourse. 


"Yes," he resumed, "it's pretty hard 


for an honest man, because ho gets no 
credit for being honest. The boss known 
that he's being swindled, but he makes 
money just the same, nnd if he got all 
he made he would be able to ride about 
in a carriage on his day off the same us 
the cashier does. 
Low wages do it all 


A cashier gets from $10 to $15 u week 
and handles all the cash, aud he natural- 
ly pays himself a little every day on 
account. He usually swears at tbe wait- 
ers and puts on a stern front, but those 
who know all about tbe business will tel 
you that the waiters at whom he yella 
the mobt aro the ones who are his secret 
partners. 


"A waiter at n 'bier kncipe' gets the 


princely pay of $4 to $7 a week, li 
some of tho best places there are old 
hands «ho get as much as $8, but they 
are few. They go on duty at 6 o'clocli 
in the evening and remain until 1 o'eloeli 
in the morning, and in those places when 
there are dancing balls in counectioi 
with the regular business the waiter? 
often have to remain until 3 o'clock am 
Inter. 
Many of these waiters have 


'down town jobs' during the (lay, when, 
they work from 10 o'clock in the morning 
uutil 3 iu the afternoon for $4 a week 
What do you think of that?" And nftei 
p'ropounding that question tho waitci 
hurried off to fill an order. 


"But the waiter doesn't get left." h< 


resumed, making marks on the pad whicl 
ho carried, "and tips make the jobs wovtl 
holding. In places like this waiters mak 
good pay even when they don't stand in 
with the cashier. 
Men give big tips t< 


iihow off before the women, and at time: 
when there's a fight at a table as to whi 
bhall pay, whon every one insists that h< 
should foot the bill, the fellows who ge 
off free usually tip the waiter liberally 
but in such a way that every one at th 
table sees just how much they give.

York. They included William H. Arm- 
Strong, former United States1 railroad 
commissioner; Howard: Butcher of the 
Southern- Ootton -Oil company, Elgin R. 
Lr. Gould, president of the Gity and 
Suburban Homes company, New York: 
Clarendon'I."T. Gould of Baltimore, Dr. 
W. "W. Keen, the well known surgeon; 
John Wanamalier of Philadelphia and 
New York, Theodore C.'Searctt, president 
of- the National Association of Manufac- 
turers; Spencer Trask, banker, of New 
York; William D. Wiusor of the Boston 
and Philadelphia Steamship company 
and Elihu G. Irviu, president of the Fhe 
association of Philadelphia. 


The- idea originated with Mr. Bjers, 


and it is his hope to found a town 
where shall be gathered a variety of man- 
ufactures aud an army of employees un- 
der social conditions creditable to capital 
and helpful to working people, town und 
manufactures organized according to the 
most approved business methods aud co- 
incidentally organized with the highest 
regard to the physical and intellectual 
welfaie of its residents. Addresses were 
made by Messrs. Byers, Trask, Search, 
Ogden, E. 11. L. Gould, the Itev. Dr. L. 
T. Chamberlain of New York, A. W. 
Hilbury of this city and Mr. Irvin. All 
the speakers were enthusiastic in their 
lemarks on the subject and gave many 
illustrations of the coming necessity for 
the founding of industrial towns in oider 
to insure the lasting prosperity of the 
country- 


The meeting resulted in the appoint- 


ment of a committee to consider Kites ami 
plans for the organization of such a town 
as was outlined in the speeches. 
No 


definite plans weie suggested, but it is 
probable that men of wealth will be in- 
terested and an association formed which 
will purchase a great tract of land, piob- 
ably at some point along the Delawaie 
river. 
Large manufacturers will be in- 


vited to build plants thereon, and the 
employees will be given a chance to bay 
their homes on easy terms.

Cincinnati, Nov. 23.—Wu Ting Fang, 


the Chinese minister, was the guest of 
honor last nigbt at the eighth annual din- 
ner of the Commercial club of Cincinnati, 
given at tbe rooms of the Queen City 
club. It is the first time an ofhcial of tbe 
Celestial Ernpiie has honored Cincinnati 
with his presence, and it is certain tbat j 
Minister Wu, by hh ready adaptation to 
bis new surroundings and by his beartyj 
unaffected manner, has not only made i 
friends for bftuself, but for his country 
as well. His was the first speech at tbe i 
dinner. President Woithington graceful-1 
ly complimented him in an introductory 
address and evoked hearty applause. Tbe 
minister was visibly touched by tbis evi- 
dence of good feeling and 
returned 


thanks with deep emotion. His theme1 
was "The 
Foreign Tiude of China," 


which, be t>aid, was coiisturtly growing 
He wns glad to bay tbat the trade of the 
United States with China wu.8 iucrcaxing 
more rapidly than that of any foreign 
country- 
Mr. Wu read figures showing that in 


the past five jears impoits from Europe, 
exclusive of Englaud and Russia, bad in- 
cieased 25 per cent and imports from 
England 80 per cent, while those from 
the United States had increased 377 pel 
tent. He argued that this trade would 
still increase; that Chinamen would want 
mine and more us they came in contact 
with foreigners. This was already shown 
in the Chinese &en ports. Twenty years 
ago no cigars aud no champ-igue \\cie 
used in China. 
Now many Chinese 


smoke more than Ameiicuns, and lie 
naively asked, "Ho\V can they iefuse good 
champagne?" He gave reasons why moie 
und moie demand would be found in 
China for foreign goods, asserting that 
human natuio was, the same the world 
ver; that people aie never satisfied, but 
Iwajs want more.

But, it is added, the Boers subse- 
quently retired and took tbe road to De 
Wet's Dorp in the Orange River Colony,

When you leave the island of Seilan and 


sail westward about 00 miles, yon come to 
the great province of Manbar, which is 
styled Indja the Gi'eater. It Is the best of 
all the Indies and in on the mainland. 


In this province there arc five kings, 


who are own brother*. The province Is 
the finest and noblest m the world. 


At tbis end of the province reigns one of 


those flvo royal brothers, who is a crowned 
king, and his name is Sender Band! Davar. 
In this kingdom they find lino and great 
pearls, and 1 will tell how they tire got. 


The &ea here forms a gulf between the 


island of Seilan and the mainland, find 
all round this gulf the water has a depth 
of no more than 10 or 12 fathoms and in 
some places no more than two fathoms. 
The pearl ushers take their vessels, great 
and small, and proceed into this gulf, 
•whcro they stop from the beginning of 
April till the middle of May. They go 
first to u place called Bettclar and then go 
60 miles Into the gulf. Hero they cost an- 
chor and shift from their largo vessels into 
email boats. 
Tho merchants divide into 


various companies, and each of these must 
engage a number of men on wages, hiring 
them for April and half of May. Of al! 
the produce they have first to pay the kiug, 
as his royalty, the tenth part, and they 
must also pay those iiieii who chnrm the 
great fishes, to prevent them from injur 
lug the divers \\hilo engaged In seeking 
pearls under water, ono-frxxenticth part o: 
all that they may take. 


These flsh char Tiers are termed abraiu 


roan, and their charm holds good for that 
day only, for at night they dissolve the 
clmruiH so that the fishes cun work mis 
cbief ut their will. These abrulaman know 
also how to charm beasts and birds uiu 
e\cry living thing. When the men have 
got Into the small boats, they jump into 
tbo water and dl\o to the bottom, whlcl 
may be at a depth of from 4 to 12 fathoms 
and there they remain as long as they are 
able, and there they find tho shells tha 
contain the pearls, anil those they put into 
a net bag tied round tbo waist and inoun 
up to the surface with them and then i 
di\onnow. When they can't hold tholr 
breath any longer, they oomo up again, 
and after a little down they go once moro, 
and so they go on all day. These shells 
are iu Bbapu liku oysters or sen hoods, and 
in these shells iiro found pearls, great anil 
small, of every kind, sticking in tho flesh 
of tho shellfish. 


Iu this manner pearls arc fished in grout 


quantities, for tbejicc, in fact, come tbc 
pearls which aro spread all over the world. 
And the king of Uiafc stuto hath a very 
great receipt and treasure from bis dues 
upon those pearls.—"The True Story of 
Marco Polo," by Noah Brooks, in St 
Nicholas.
